THE VICHROY OF THE YUN-KWEI 
AND THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT. .

" "We are told that the French have, at last, oo- 
feupied Tsnokai.

On the 12th April, in 
sight of the Islands of St. Andraws, or Larsarél 
(ia about Lat. 1.17 N., and long 132.12 E.,) we 
were chased by five large native canon which =~ 
were full of mm. Theseeraft wera apparently 
from 85 to 40 feat long, In two of them’ we 
counted 18 1020 men each. .A steady breeze 
setting in at 7.20 a.m. ousbled us to fly from tho 
canoes; but two of them kept the ehuso wp antil 
the islands dipped in the horizon. Found 
moderate NE. monsoon in: the Padfic op 
to 15 degrees North, after which bid only 
Hight. westerly and southerly airs. From Ba- 
langiany to tho Pratas encountered atroag 
mongoon; sinc then had variable winds, and 
touch fog and ram. On the 17th March spoke 
the follo ving vossels :—British ship Flora Staf- 
ford,in the Ombay Strait, from New York to 
Yokohama, 10{ days oul; the German shooner 
Johana, in the same Strait, trom Hambury to 
Viadivostook, 138 days out; tho British barquo 
Assay, in tho same Strait, from Grimaby, to 
Yokobama, 114 days out.
